Contribution to fuch as appropriate them/elves wholl / 
to the Ufe of Arms in their Defence, mutt more 
ae protect the Nation from any forrign cr 

ang:r, as has been experienced, beyond 
Coniradiction, in our Times; every Attempt upon 
this Land, Abroad and at Home, having been fup- 
prefled without difturbing the Mesifitturcrs from 
the Purfuic of their feveral u/eful Occupations. 

Wuat Mr. D’Anvers lays, to prove the fame 
Laws contrived to /ubvert our Liberties, (hecauf-, as 
hefmartly obferves, the fame Gun that kills a Par- 
tiidge ot an Hare, may kill a Man) is fo evidently 
calculated to encourage /nfurreétion and Rebellion, that 
there is no room to believe it can be fuppofed the 
Produét of any other Intention.

Peflerday arrived the Mails due from Holland and 
France ; but they bring few Advices of Moment. 


T is (carce doubred at Vienna, that the Velt Mar- 

fhal de Wallis, who arrived there from Hungary 
the 26th of Jan. O. S. will have the Chief Com- 
mand of the Emperor’s Army in that Country next 
Campaign, with the fame Power and Authori-y as 
the late Prince Fugene had, that he may be able to 
improve cvcry Opportunity that fhall offer for his 
acting with Advantage againft theInfidels. "Tis alfo 
faid, that he will be created a Prince of the Empire. 

Letters from Corfica, by way of Leghorn, fay, 
that fince the Rebels were informed that a confider- 
able Reinforcement of French Forces was to be fent 
to that Lfland, they begin to repent of the Miftake 
they were guilty of in refufing to accept the Plan for 
a Pacification. The Inhabitan:s of Part of the 
Province of Balagna, who have feversl Times given 
and broke their Promifs to the Count de Boiffeux, 
have fent Deputies to him to declare their Readinefs 
to fubmit to the King’s Pleafure, and at the fame 
tim: to deliver up s00 Mufquets. The Count who 
received thofe Deputies from no other Morive but 
mere Curiofity, return’d them for Anfwer as follows, 
viz. * You are come too late fer your Subdmiffion: 
* You ought to have furrendered your Arms to meat 
« the time that I made the Demand of ‘em ; ‘tis not 
« now in my Power to receive them; this isa Matter 
« entirely in the King’s Breaft, who is too much 
¢ exafperated againft the Rebels, not to let them feel 
‘ the Marks of his jult Refentment* Orher Bodies 
who would alfo have lain down their Arms, have 
met with the fame Denial. 

The Paris Letrer of Wednefday laft fays, that the 
Troops defiga’d for Corfica, are commanded to march 
for Antibes; where they are to embark for Corfica ; 
from whence there are Lctrers by the Way of Genoa, 
that the Rebels continuc to infeft the Country to 
fuch a degree, that nobody can travel the Roads 
without the Danger of being fripped. 

Some Advices trom Madrid pretend to give Light 
into the Difpoftions of the Spanifh Miniftry, with 
recard tothe laft Anfwer from the States General. 
*Tis imagin’d, fay they, that they wou'd fain have 
the Negotiation fhorren’d, by figning a Convention, 
whercin fhall be determined, the true Meaning of 
the cwo Articles of the Treaty of Utrecht, which 
relate to Navigation in America, particularly the 
34th Article ; and that the Miniftry is for referring 
to a farther Negotiation what relates to other Points, 
as well as the Difficulty concerning the Article of 
that Treaty, whereby it isfaid, * That Ships ftopp’d 
* as Interlopers, fhall be proceeded againft in the 
‘ very Places where they are detained ; and that if 
« che Captains or Owners of fuch Ships have a mind 
* to appeal from the Sentence paffed, they may only 
* apply to the Council of the Indies." Whatever 
are the Circumftances of this Affair, we are affured 
that the whole will be amicably fetrled, foasnot to 
break off the gvod Underftanding, betwixt thar 
Court and the States General.
